Like the last lesson, this one 
deals with the teaching of Jesus 
as; emphasized in illustrations 
from every day life. Jesus was 
teaching the people concerning 
the kingdom of God — a deep 
and difficult topic. There are 
few things so hard to under­ 
stand, even in our modern life, 
as the philosophy of progress, 
and that is what the kingdom of 
God in its growth among men 
implies. 
The kingdom of God in the 
teaching of Jesus was a king­ 
dom of light. So the first thing 
that Jesus emphasized was that 
if we would serve the kingdom, 
we must let our light shine. We 
are not going to promote the 


kingdom of God b y putting our 
light under a b ushel, or under a 
b ed. 
If we have light, even though 
it b e no more light than that of 
the primitive lamp of the time 
of Jesus, let that light b e dis­ 
play ed, and let the evidence of 
whatever the kingdom is in our 
lives serve the cause of the king­ 
dom.

# * 


Jesus regarded the kingdom of 
God as the kingdom of truth, 
and he likened the growth of 
truth to the growth of a crop 
from seeds. If we would reap 
the harvest of truth, and thus 
serve the kingdom of God, let us 
cast our seed ab road, fully trust­ 
ing that if we do our part, the 
harvest will come. 
Here, also, Jesus reminded us 
that we must not judge results 
b y the apparent smallness of the 


effort. He reminded his hearers 
that though the mustard seed is 
very small, it produces a very 
great tree. 
Just how much did those who 
listened to these simple teach­ 
ings of Jesus derive from them, 
or understand them? It would 
appear that even the simple 
teaching of Jesus was not al­ 
way s understood, b ecause, evi­ 
dently , those who heard ,. when 
they 
had 
opportunity , 
asked 
him the meaning of the parab le; 
and we are, also, told in our les­ 
son that he expounded all these 
things privately to his own dis­ 
ciples.

Perhaps we overestimate the 
extent to which deep and won­ 
derful things can b e made sim­ 
ple; b ut at the same time we 
should rememb er that Jesus laid 
great stress upon the spirit in 
which one hears and receives 


“the word,” and that under­ 
standing depends upon the sim­ 
plicity and receptiveness with 
which we approach the teacher. 
The my steries of the teaching 
of Jesus have often b een under­ 
stood 
b y 
comparatively 
un­ 
learned men and women whose 
hearts have b een attuned to love 
and righteousness, where men 
with the pride of intellect have 
delved and discussed, only to 
make it the more evident that 
the simple teaching has not tak­ 
en hold either of their hearts or 
of their heads. 
The parab les, as we read them 
today , are for us as they were 
for those who listened to them. 
We take from them in large 
measure what we b ring to them, 
and we understand them in pro­ 
portion as we listen in simple 
faith and love, with a willing­ 
ness to learn of love in the do­ 
ing of loving deeds.

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GALSWORTHY GONE; AN ERA WITH HIM 
The death of John Galsworthy not only re­ 
mov es from the scene one of England’s most 
distingu ished nov elists. It helps to m ark the ( 
passing of an era — helps to m ark it precisely 
as his own nov els did. 
For Galsworthy was the historian of a class 
and a time which seem to hav e been doomed to 
death by world changes. He wrote of the people 
who gav e England its tone throu gh the fifty 
y ears preceding the World War; the u pper-class 
folk who. in the last analy sis, directed the em­ 
pire. set u p the social and political codes by 
which it liv ed and shaped for themselv es a life 
which seemed to be bey ond change. 
This was a class with v ery great v irtu es and 
v ery great limitations — a statem ent which, per­ 
haps. cou ld apply to Galsworthy himself. 
The class made the British empire great, be­ 
y ond dispu te. It sent its sons ou t to administer 
colonies, to open backward lands for settlement. 
to fill the v ast network of civ il and military po­ 
sitions made necessary by the great scope of the 
empire’s activ ities. It bred into them a sense of 
the responsibilities entailed by its priv ileges. 
It was Mrs. Galsworthy ’s great gift to u nder­ 
stand that class completely and to write of it so 
that other people cou ld u nderstand it and sy m­ 
pathize with it too. A fu tu re historian wanting 
to discov er ju st what u pper class Englishmen of 
the empire’s hey day were like, what they talked 
abou t and how7 they felt and what they believ ed 
in, will hardly be able to do better than to get 
acqu ainted with Mr. Galsworthy ’s Forsy tes and 
Charwells. 
Yet this class had a certain blindness, some­ 
how. The world mov ed ou t from u nder it. Per­ 
haps it was blasted ou t by the gu ns of Ypres and 
the Somme, or perhaps the docks at Hambu rg 
and Bremen and the factories at Detroit and 
Pittsbu rgh had something to do with it; bu t at 
any rate it mov ed, and left to bewilderment and 
confu sion the class that had ru led it. For the 
class wTas u nable to adju st itself. 
To a world which has watched the activ ities 
of that class with admiration, ex asperation and 
sy mpathy , by tu rns, Mr. Galsworthy ’s nov els are 
a priceless possession. 


LEARNING THE ART OF WRITING 
Probably there nev er was a time when so many 
people were try ing to tu rn themselv es into w at­ 
ers as the present. 
Ev ery pu blishing hou se and ev ery magazine of­ 
fice is delu ged with manu scripts. Colleges and 
u niv ersities, to say nothing of correspondence 
schools and fly -by -night ou tfits set u p by brok­ 
en-down hacks, offei a wealth of cou rses de­ 
signed to show that y ou too can become a poet, 
or a play wright, or a nov elist, or what-not. The 
click-clack of the ty pewriter is heard ev ery where, 
from kitchens to prisons and from deep-water 
ships to city flats. 
Bu t the net resu lt of it all, u nfortu nately , is 
only a v ery slight addition to the world’s su pply 
of worth-while literatu re. Mu ch is being written 
these day s, bu t little of it is of mu ch v alu e. The 
ov erwhelming majority of completed 
m anu ­ 
scripts, of cou rse, nev er get printed at all; bu t 
ev en of those that do make the grade, only a few 
amou nt to a pint of beans. 
Considering the incredible richness and color 
of American life as a sou rce for the creativ e 
writer, and the ex tent to which the u rge for cre­ 
ativ e work has spread among people ev ery where, 
this is a trifle odd; and the reason, v ery possibly , 
is simply the fact that we hav e too many people 
try ing to teach others how to write and not 
enou gh people try ing to teach themselv es. 
H. L. Mencken remarked not long ago that the 
one good way to learn how to write is to soak 
y ou rself in the works of the great writers. The 
embry onic writer who immerses himself in H ar­ 
dy , Conrad, Thackeray , Pee and the others will 
learn, u nconsciou sly , how7 great tales are pu t to­ 
gether and how great English is written, far bet­ 
ter than any classroom can teach him. 
And Charles J. Finger points ou t that “Bu n­ 
y an the tinker, and Bu rns the plowman, and 
W hitman the office man, and Keats the apothe­ 
cary , and Dickens the factory boy had no school­ 
ing to train them. They were. They had some­ 
thing to ex press and they ex pressed themselv es.” 
The nation today is striv ing to bring forth a 
rich and v aried literatu re. It will su cceed bet­ 
ter, herhaps, when ambitiou s y ou ng writers re­ 
alize that the literary art is a thing y ou can’t get 
ou t of tex t-books.
